Navy Fliers Cut Power Lines, Land Safely 


Escape 
Termed 
Miracle 
Two Navy fliers miraculously 
missed d e a t h yesterday when 
their low-flying bomber sheared 
through three. 220,000 volt power 
lines spanning Whitewater Can­ 
són, 12 miles northwest of Palm 
Springs. 
Both airmen escaped Injury and 
their plane, an El Centro-based 
AD5 Sltyraider attack bomber, 
landed safely at P a l m Springs 
airport a few minutes later. 


THE HEAVY, single - engined 
craft lost a cockpit canopy and 
sustained only minor damage to 
Its engine cowling after slicing 
through the 14-inch thick h i g h 
tension lines. 
But the severed section of Ca! 
Ifornia Edison Company trans 
mission lines, rated as the world's 
second largest section of unsup­ 
ported power line, is now lying 
across almost two miles of desert. 


POWER COMPANY 
officials 
said the line, which feeds the 
Hayfield pumping station for the 
Metropolitan Water District, drop­ 
ped a c r o s s California Electric 
Power Company lines, temporari­ 
ly blanking service in the White­ 
water area. 
Nervously puffing a cigarette at 
Palm Springs Airport. U . J im 
Warnke. pilot of the bomber, said 
he hadn't realized he was flying 
low enough to clip the line. 


“1 THOUGHT I was flying at 
about 400 feet." the young flier 
said, explaining that he was re­ 
turning to El Centro on a routine 
flight from Ontario. 
"1 knew I hit the line immed­ 
iately," he recounted. “The wind­ 
shield shattered and t h e canopy 
blew off and we were hit by a 
tremendous rush of air in the 
cockpit." 
Warnke said the propellor hub 
of the 14.000-pound aircraft took 
the initial impact. Severed ends 
of the lines ripped through th e 
cowling and smashed the cockpit 
glass in the flashing instant of 
contact. 
“ I JUST FELT a jolt and we 
were through,” said Lt. V i n c e 
Doheny, who was "just riding 
along” with Warnke. 
Neither officer realized t h a t 
they had sliced through three 
heavy steel cables carrying such 
tremendous voltage — or t h a t 
they would hpve struck much 
heavier supporting cables if they 
had been _a few feet higher 
“ My God. we’re lucky to be 
alive." Warnke muttered when he 
was told exactly what kind of 
power lines his plane had knifed. 
• But 1 want to express my regret 
at all the trouble I've caused,' 
he added. 
CALECTRIC POWER company 
officials surveying the damage 
were dumbfounded when t h e y 
realized that a plane had survived 
after such an impact." 
"It’s miraculous.” said o n e 
amazed official, gingerly toeing 
one shredded end of severed line. 
"1 don't see how anybody could 
have lived alter hitting t h o s e 
lines." 
The cables now tracing three 
twisted black lines across t h e 
Whitewater Canyon floor, w e r e 
suspended almost two m i l e s be­ 
tween two towers mounted atop 
neighboring hills. They reach a 
height of about 175 feet above the 
canyon bottom. 
POWER OFFICIALS explained 
that the airmen were not elec­ 
trocuted because "they weren't 
grounded." They also noted that 
electric power was probably cut 
off by circuit breakers the in­ 
stant the lines were broken. 
Two workmen in the area said 
they saw the plane hit and fly 
off as though the pilot hadn't 
known he had struck the Unes.

The searing heat and suffocating 
smoke killed 53 girls. 34 boys and 
three nuns The children ranged 
in age from 9 to 15. Nearly 100 
others were injured.

'You and Your Berlin Strategy ' 
EARL WILSON: 
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Windowless Classroom Nonsense 
Deserves Stronq Public Protest 
With a “million dollar’' view to be had 
In every direction, and balmy sunny 
weather prevailing In the desert on 
most school days, it is doubtful if either 
students or parents will favor the win­ 
dowless classrooms proposed for Cathe­ 
dral City schools. 
The modern trend in both residential 
and business construction, so admirab­ 
ly exemplified in Palm Springs and 
throughout the desert, stresses ample 
natural light and fresh air provided by 
numerous large windows, sliding or ven­ 
tilated type glass doors, and frequently 
an entire side of a room or more, pan­ 
elled only In glass. 
Concern of some school board mem­ 
bers that students closeted in window- 
less rooms might suffer from effects of 
clautrophobia is well founded. From 
medieval times, it has been known that 
windowless rooms are depressing and 
drive many people to despair and even 
madness. To confine anyone in such a 
place was considered a punishment 
worse than death. 
The excuse that windowless rooms 
cost less to build is not worthy of con­ 
sideration, particularly for a room in 
which a large group of youngsters are 
closely confined most of the days for 
many months. 
That air conditioning and skylights 
make windows unnecessary Is pure pop­ 
pycock. Even if a school Is located in 
smogville in the midst of factories, the 
child Is entitled to see whatever Is vis­ 
ible . . . come rain or come shine. 
To coop young children up with four 
blank walls and shut them off from the 
out-of-doors would be unfair, unwise, 


unnecessary and unthinkable. Tradi­ 
tionally school classrooms have had at 
least one wall composed almost entirely 
of windows. Generations of use have 
proven the value and soundness of the 
reasons for an extra measure of win­ 
dows in classrooms. 
The most desirable type of construc­ 
tion for school purposes would be to 
have more windows. In this climate It 
would surely save on artificial light, 
heating and cooling most of the school 
term, besides giving children an incen­ 
tive to learn something in life other 
than the dark possibility of having to 
read Braille. 
No one, least of all children, wants a 
house with windowless rooms. A school, 
of all things, should not be built in such 
a manner. There should be ventilating, 
view windows aplenty in every room. 
Rather than confine youngsters in a 
virtual "tank” or dungeon-like cell, it 
would be better and cheaper to hold 
classes out-of-doors. 
It is certain that when the voters of 
Palm Springs Unified School District 
generously approved bond Issues for the 
school construction program they had 
no thought of building either roofless, 
floorless or windowless rooms for chil­ 
dren. 
Also, when they elected members of 
the Board of Education they did so 
with confidence that suitable and sen­ 
sible classrooms would be selected and 
provided. 
The people have every right, and 
should if need be, rise up in forceful 
protest to put an end to this nonsensi­ 
cal idea of windowless classrooms while 
it is still aborning. 


What About Coalition?—Final 
WASHINGTON. D C . — Thir­ 
ty-nine times in 1958 and 12 
times in 1957. President Eisen­ 
hower vetoed acts of Congress. 
Most of these vetoed hills were 
insignificant and private in na­ 
ture, but over the years Mr Ei­ 
senhower has made quite a mor­ 
al force of this Constitutional en­ 
dowment 
The President's veto in the up­ 
c o m i n g 88th Congress will 
strengthen what conservatives 
are left. He has vowed to 
"fight" the spenders, and the 
record Is with him in this re­ 
spect. Last summer he vetoed 
th*» Community Facilities bi l l 
which was a grab-back meas­ 
ure for local interests. The veto 
c o s t 
Republican 
candidates 
hiany votes last autumn but it 
was a good deed all the same. 


HE VETOED THE p u b l i c 
works bill which was a "panic" 
measure during the short-lived 
recession. Again, it cost the par 
tv some votes but was a worthy 
thing. Going back a little fur­ 
ther. the President showed real 
nen e by vetoing a Christmas 
tree farm bill. He showed stern 
if misguided more.Htv by veto­ 
ing a natural gas bill because of 
improper influence in its pass­ 
age. 
In any appraisal of conserva 
tlve forces in the 88th Congress 
the Presidential velo must be 


rated high. "How many divisions 
has the Pope?** asked Stalin in 
a famous example of cynicism. 
Well, the President’s veto, or 
even the threat of it, has a high 
intrinsic value, greater t h a n 
many legions of Caesarism. 


THERE ARE STILL 34 Repub­ 
lican Senators remaining. T h e 
semi-official breakdown lists 15 
of them as conservatives. 11 of 
them as liberal and 8 of them 
as "swing." There are 22 South­ 
ern Senators from the once-Con- 
federates States, more than half 
of whom are staunch conserva­ 
tives. Then there are 38 Sena­ 
tors from the 19 States with 
right-to-work laws, and several 
others flike Senator Lausche of 
Ohio» who will usually deliver 
conservative votes. 
Out of this conglomeration it 
Is estimated that something like 
22 Republicans and 12 Democrats 
will vote to sustain the President 
in vetoes which are of a pru­ 
dent. moral and conservative na­ 
ture. The total of 34 conservative 
Senators is hardly more than a 
rear guard. But if they unite 
and If the President keeps h i s 
word, a coalition of two-partv 
conservatives could be formed. 
It would be a factor in the law­ 
making of 1959 and in the presi­ 
dential election of 1960. 


THERE IS ALWAYS that big 


"If." Will conservatives unite 
In this short series on coalition. 
Senator Sam Ervin. Jr. (D.# N. 
C.) has stated for me the reluc­ 
tance of Southern Democrats to 
associate with the GOP. which 
treated the S o u t h shamefully 
from Reconstruction days to the 
era of Modem Republicanism. 
Right-wing Republicans, l i k e 
Senator Barry Goldwater <R., 
Ariz.», Hava told me that many 
Southerners embrace S t a t e s’ 
Rights with a fervor when it 
protects their racial position, but. 
that they scorn both States’ 
Rights and even individual rights 
when it comes to curbing the 
Labor bosses or reducing Fed­ 
eral spending. 


THESE ARE differences which 
Republicans 
and 
Southerners 
must resolve if a conservative 
coalition is to Jell. It is no longer 
a question of uniting with t h e 
hope of forming a majority. All 
that can now be formed is a sus­ 
taining force to the President’s 
vetoes and to other opportunities 
which are hound to occur in any 
Congressional session. 
One thing is needed — o n e 
thing above all. Some established 
conservative in Congress must 
paint a sign and nail It o v e r 
some assemble place. The sign 
must read: "Conservatives of all 
parties—enter here."

IT HAS CAUSEO open warfare 
between 
northern 
and 
southern 
legislators, rural and 
metropoli­ 
tan representatives and, at times, 
has become a partisan issue be­ 
t w e e n Republicans and Demo­ 
crats. 
Brown must heal those wounds 
In the 1959 session if the stale Is 
to proceed in an orderly manner 
to develop its w a t e r resources, 
build the Feather River Project 


and begin the expensive and tim e­ 
consuming p r o c e s s of storing 
w aste w ater in the 
north 
a n d 
transporting it to the 
areas of 
need in the south. 


DURING H U LONG campaign 
for governor, Brown shied away 
from advocating a specific pro­ 
gram to solve the w ater contro­ 
versy. But in speech after speech 
hr said: 
“ I believe the governor m u s t 
provide leadership to reconcile the 
sectionalism into which our state 
has fallen. I believe he must come 
before the 
next session 
of the 
legislature with a specific state 
w ater program and fight for it 
there — and if necessary, go to 
the people to get the backing he 
needs." 


WHILE HE LAID down no con­ 
crete program . Brown did during 
♦he cam paign endorse c e r t a i n 
b r o a d principles as necessary 
parts of a solution to the water 
issue. They include: 
— Adoption of a m aster water 
development plan such as the Cal­

fused passage by the Senate in the 


last session with D em ocrats lead­ 
ing the opposition. 
— Endorsing the concept that 
♦he sta te itself m ust construct and 
operate 
certain

projects, 
specifically the F eather R i v e r 
P roject, "but federal financial aid 
should be obtained to the fullest 
extent possible." 


— CREATION OF A permanent 
w ater development fund ooerating 
on a revolving fund basis. This 
was the main bone of contention 
in past legislatures with the south 
holding to the 
position that 
it 
would not appropriate money for 
project 
construction 
until 
t h e 
north gave the south a firm guar 
antee to water. 
— Complete development of the 
key w atersheds in order to obtain 
their m axim um benefits. 
Again 
the south blocked 
sm all project 
development in northern w a t e r 
sheds on the grounds that no mon 
ey should be spent in the north 
unless and until funds were ap­ 
propriated for projects of exnort 
which would bring northern water 
to the south.
